A fine pastor was kind enough 
to send me his very helpful book 
on the Holy Spirit and asked me 
to write him on the question. Be- 
lieving that my answer would be 
of general interest and profit, we 
give here part cf that letter with 
some additions. 

I am happy about the wide- 
spread increase of Bibie study on 
the subject of the Holy Spirit and 
the Christian. 

My position on the Holy Spirit 
is exactly that of Dr. R. A. Torrey, 
and that as you doubtless know 
was approximately the same as 
Moody’s and Charles G. Finney’s. 

I agree with you on the following 
points. 

1. To be converted is to be born 
of the Spirit. 

2. The Holy Spirit now dwells in 
every believer, every child of God. 

3. Every believer is baptized (or 
buried) into the body of Christ by 
the Holy Spirit. 

4. Christians are sealed with the 
Spirit. I particularly like your 
statement of the case, “The sealing 


_. with the Spirit is not an operation 


of the Spirit. It is an aspect cf 
the truth of His indwelling pres- 
ence.” 

5. All saved people are led by the 
Spirit in the sense of Romans 8. 
Not all Christians yield to the 
leading. I like very much, your 
chapter on “Filled with the Spirit.” 

Now I know you will give me 
liberty to express some details of 
this blessed teaching concerning 
which you and I are at some dis- 
agreement. The disagreement is 
principally a matter of definitions 
and terms and not at all, I think, 
as to essential doctrine. 


I think you have fallen into the 
mistake made by many in these 
modern times when there has been 
so much dispensational study of 
the Scriptures, and you have over- 
dispensationalized in some matters. 
For examples; one, you hinge an 
argument on the statement that 
Pentecost was the birthday of the 
church when the Bible never men- 


tions. that matter anywhere. Sec- 


ond, you accept the idea that there 
was a “transitional period’ from 
Pentecost to Cornelius’ household 
when the Scripture never refers to 
it. And third, you take the case 
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at Pentecost as a local and sepa- 
rate case and believe that baptism 
was essential to the salvation of 
those Jews, but it has never beén 
true to others since. With those 
three conclusions I disagree be- 
cause I find no statement in thé 
Scriptures to teach them, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, and I do nat 
believe there is even’ the weight 
of logic on their side. I believe that 


such conclusions are the result of 


too finely drawn argument and not 
taking enough of a simple child- 
like attitude toward the Bible, re- 
ceiving it all at simple face value. 
Instead of taking up those de- 
tails at this point, let me begin from 
a simpler angle which, I think, will 
make my position very clear.

I think it is clear that on certain 
matters, God has changed His deal- 
ings dispensationally and on other 
matters He has not. For instance, 
the rites and ceremonies of the 
Mosaic law were certainly subject 
to dispensational changes. They 
were not required before. Mount 
Sinai (except circumcision) nor

it Himself, being God, would not 


change with the dispensation, but 
some phase of His manifestation to 
men might change and has 
changed. Notice this interesting 
fact. The INDWELLING of the 
Holy Spirit is a dispensational mat- 
ter, while the Holy Spirit ZENDUE- 
MENT FOR SERVICE has never 
been subject to dispensation. Here 
is a distinction clearly made in 
the Bible and which will save lots 
of trouble in understanding the doc- 
trine of the Holy Spirit and the 
believer. For instance, people were 
filled with. the Holy Spirit as an 
enduement for service in the Old 
Testament (Exodus 28:3), before 
and during the ministry of Christ 
(Luke 1:15; Luke 1:47; Luke 1:-

“To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name 
whosoever believeth in him sbali 
receive remission of sins.’’ 


That is particularly true of the 
writings of Moses, and Jesus said 
of him in John 5:46, “FOR HE 
WROTE OF ME.” When Jesus, 
after His resurrection, explained 
to the two on the road to Em- 
maus about His crucifixion, we are 
told in Luke 24:27: 


“And beginning at Moses and. 


all the prophets, he expounded 

unto them in all the scriptures 

the things concerning himse:f.” 

Later when He met with all the 
disciples, He said to them, 

“...these are the words which 

I spake unto you, while I was 

yet with you, that all things 

must be fulfilled, which were 
written in the law of Moses, and 
in the prophets, and in the 
psalms, concerning me.” 
The Passover lamb was given for 
this one purpose; to picture the 
coming Saviour. 

On the 10th day of the month 
Abib, corresponding to our April, 
but the first month of the year 
with Israel, the passover lamb was 
to be set aside and kept up until 
the I4th day of the same month. 
(Ex. 12:1-6). The lamb was to 
be sacrificed or slain in the closing 
hours of the 14th day of Abib 
(Ex. 12:6; Lev. 23:5). The day 
closed and the next began at sun- 
set. The passover lamb was to be 
roasted with fire and eaten that 
night, which would be on the 15th 


of the month (Ex. 12:8; Lev. 23:- |

home about. For many, many 
years I have had an iron consti- ~ 
stution. By the mercy of God I 
have been unusually strong all my — 
days. For that I devoutly thank —

The Blessing of Sickness 


Several Scriptures have been 


very sweet to me in this time oi 


sickness. I thank God that He as- 
sured me from the very beginning 
that this sickness was to His glory 
and to my good. Psalms 41:35 has 
certainly been true in my case. 


“The Lord will strengthen him 
upon the bed of languishing: Thou 
wilt make all his bed in his sick- 
ness.’ 

A thousand blessings have been 
showered upon me on my sick bed. 

First of these, God has definitely 
and clearly answered prayer at a 
very definite time. About noon 
last Friday He spoke to me and 
took away the pain which had been 
most severe. He gave me sweet 
assurance then, impressed me that 
He had taken the case in hand, 
and in the evening of the same 
day the fever of 103.4 left. Since 
then there has not been a moment 
but that it was certain the Lord 
had the case in hand and had deti- 
nitely answered prayer. The 
prayers of hundreds in my behalt 
were heard, and one group at least 
was in a seasion of prayer at the 
very time the answer came, Doc- 
tors and medicines have proved 
themselves incidentals. It is good 
to be sick, to prove again that God 
answers prayer. 

Another blessing of sickness is 
the sweetness of friendship. Be- 
fore me on the dresser, tall lilies 
rear their lovely heads and spread 
the perfume from their creamy 
pistils. Beside them, another vase 
holds orange-red Texas plumes, 
climbing high, like the lilies. On 
another table a great armful of 
larkspears, sent by loving hands, 
have gladdened the sick room for 
aays. Elsewhere in the room tiger 
lilies and roses tell, of the love 
of friends, and better, of the love 
of God! For many years I have 
been too busy for flowers except 
for an instant glance or smell. Now 
I have rejoiced in their fragrance. 
And I have rejoiced in the frag 
rance of friends. 

My people have come by the 
scores to tell me they were praying 
for me. If they were not allowed to 
see me, they sent me word. Some 
have come into my room too 
broken up to speak and with tears 
of compassion. One said, “I wish 
it could be me sick and you could 
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be well.” Dozens have knelt by 
my bed and prayed before they 
went. From aii over the city has 
come word from members anu 
friends and even strangers, saying 
that they pray for my speeay 
recovery, 

The Sick Room, A Place of 

Blessing 

Brother W. w. Cunningham 
‘phoned one night and askea per- 
mission to bring a troubied trend 
to my room thac i mignt pray tor 
him. Brother and Sister Cunuwng- 
ham came and with them a man 
and his wife. ‘he man had been 
long away trom God, out of duty, 
cola and wicked. me said, "1 wait 
to get right with God, but I can't. 
il need heip.” So I read the wivie 
awhile and I suggested that we 
pray. They knelt around my bed 
and one atter another of us prayed, 
Finally the poor troubled, back- 
slider prayed to have mercy and 
forgiveness and peace and victory. 
tie prayed, “Oh God, if you wul 
give me again the joy of my salva- 
tion, I wil never leave you again 
as long as I live!” Right there on 
his knees he got the blessing ne 
wanted and needed, and so Suuaay 
morning he and his wie anu 
daughter all joined our church for 
baptism and i expect next sunaay 
to baptize them. 

But the sweetest blessing of be- 
ing sick, I have found in my own 
heart. I have had time to meditate, 
and meditation has been sweet. 
One night when my head was 
burning with fever and I tossed 
near ail night through, I kept 
thinking of the hands of Jesus. 
They were a carpenter's hands, 
worn, work-hardened hands. They 
were gentle hands, too, for He iaid 
them on the heads of the sick and 
they recovered and with them He 
blessed little children. With the 
fingers He mixed the spittle and 
clay that healed the eyes of a blind 
man. They were merciful, tender 
hands. Again, I mused throughout 
the night-—they were mighty 
hands, the hands of a God. ‘Lhe 
safety of every born-again chud 
depends on those hands. Jesus said, 
“No man can pluck them cut of my 
hands.” And best of all (I saw 
them a hundred times that night!), 
they were wounded hands, wich 
the scars of nails; the hands of a 
Saviour. It is good to be sick if 
we see and feel the hands of Christ! 

One day I had one of the girls 
to read over to me twice those 
iast two wonderful chapters in the 
Bible about the Heavenly Jeru- 
salem. It was never so sweet to me 
before. I noticed that the Bible 
did not call the new Jerusalem 
“peautiful’ or “wonderful” or 
“magnificent” or “superb” or 
“marvelous.” Those words are all 
too little, too puny to picture that 
Heavenly city! Not an adjective 
is used in describing the gates, 
each one of which is a separate 
pearl! The only time the word 
“great” is used is in the sense of 
large -— the walls were great, that 
is, large, and high. I learned that 
the beauties of the Heavenly Je- 
rusalem must be taught by the 
Holy Spirit, for “Eye hath not 
seen, nor ear heard, neither have 
entered into the heart of man, the 
things which God hath prepared for 
them that love im. But God hath 
revealed them unto us by His Spir- 
it” (I Cor. 2:9, 10). So as l 
mused the fire burned, and as lI 
lay here on this bed with an ach- 
ing back and a burning skin, God 
talked to my heart and I talked 
straight to the heart of Him. I 
walked in boldly to a throne of 
grace to find mercy to help in time 
of need, and got it- 

Do not be afraid of the fires 
of cleansing. A loving father 
chastens every son whom He loves, 
and according to the Scripture, He 
“makes all his bed in his sick- 
ness.” This bed of sickness is of 
God and so I embrace it and love 
it. I do not resent it nor fear it. 
I have no anxiety about it. If it 
is of God, it is good, for I am 
His and He loves me. 


The sick bed is not easy. It was 
particularly hard for me at first. 
When the pain was at its worst 
and when God seemed not to have 
answered, then it was hard to. be 
patient and hard to trust. It must 
have been so with Job when his 
wife said, “Curse God and die,” 
and when his three friends ac- 
cused him and argued with him. 
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Christ Our Passover- 
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5, 6). This 15th aay, (beginning 
at sundown) was the first day or 
a seven-day feast of unleavened 
bread (Lev. 23:6). Comparing 
Leviticus 23:6 with Exodus 12:1a, 
you will notice that the eating or 
unleavened bread began at the 
close of the 14th day, but that the 
first day of the feast of unleayened 
bread was on the 15th day. From 
Exodus 12:16 you see on this 15th 
day of the month, and the 2l1st 
day of this month Abib, were two 
days of rest, annual Sabbath days 
in which no servile work was to 
be done. During this week no 
bread was eaten which had leaven 
or yeast in it, and no yeast was 
even to be found in the home of 
an Israelite during this time. 


The Passover Lamb, Described in 
Exodus, Chapter 12, Pictures

The lamb was kept up four days, 


But I took: counsel from the suf- 
ferings of the saints and tried to 
follow the words of the Scriptures 
in James 5:10, 11. 


"Take, my brethren, the proph- 
ets, who have spoken in the name 
of the Lord, for an example of 
suffering affliction, and of pa- 
tience. 

“Behold, we count them happy 
which endure. Ye have heard of 
the patience of Job, and have seen 
the end of the Lord; that the Lord 
is very pitiful, and of tender 
mercy. 


Let us always remember that 
God always has an end in view, 
and remember “the end of the 
Lord; that the Lord is very pitiful, 
and of tender mercy.” ) 

The whole 41st Psaim is precious 
to me and so I quote it here: 

“Blessed is he that considereth 
the poor: the Lord will deliver hin 
in time of trouble. 

“2. The Lord will preserve h.m, 
and keep him alive; and he shail 
be blessed upon the earth: and 
thou wilt not deliver him unto the 
will of his enemies. 

“3. The Lord will strengthen him 
upon the bed of languishing: thou 
wilt make all his bed in his sick- 
ness. 

“4. I said, Lord, be merciful un- 
to me: heal my soul; for I have 
sinned against thee. 

“5. Mine enemies speak evil of 
me. When shall he die, and his 
name perish ? 

“6. And if he come to see me, 
he speaketh vanity: his heart 
gathereth iniquity to itseif; when 
he goeth abroad, he telleth it. 

“7, All that hate me whisper to- 
gether against me: against me do 
they devise my hurt. 

“8, Any evil disease, say they, 
cleaveth fast unto him: and now 
that he lieth he shall rise up no 
more. 

“9. Yea, mine own familiar 
friend, in whom I trusted, which 
did eat of my bread, hath !ifte’ 
up his heel against me. 

“10. But thou, O Lord, be merci- 
ful unto me, and raise me up, that 
I may requite them. 

“11. By this I know that thou 
favourest me, because mine enemy 
doeth not triumph over me. 

“12. And as for me, thou up- 
holdest me in mine intergrity, and 
settest me before thy face for ever. 

“13. Blessed be the Lord God of 
Israel from everlasting, and to ev- 
erlasting, Amen, and Amen.” 

Let all those who have found 
that God strengthens the languish- 
ing and that “he makes all his bed 
in his sickness” say with me and 
with the Psalmist, “Amen, and 
Amen.”

from the 10th to the 14th, pos- 
sibly as a time of testing, so that 
any sickness of the lamb would be 
made known. So Christ must live 
in the flesh on this earth, under 
the same temptations as the rest 
of mankind, keeping perfectly the 
law of God for Himseif, before He 
could die for our sins, 

The lamb must be without 
blemish, as Jesus was sinless and 
perfect. 

It must be a male lamb; Jesus 
was man; not woman. 

Phe lamb must be of the first 
year, that is, in its prime when 
killed (Ex. 12:5), just as Jesus 
was crucified in the prime of young 
manhood, at the age of thirty-three 
or thirty-four. 

The tiesh should be roasted with 
fire, not raw nor boiled with watei 
(Ex. 12:8, 9). The fire pictures 
the wrath of God on sin, as it does 
in scores of places in the Bible, 
especially in all the sacrifices and 
in the fire which torments sinners 
in hell. Jesus bore that wrath ot 
God for us (Isaiah 53:3-10; Matt. 
27:46; Mark 15:34). 

The body was to be roasted 
whole, with head, legs, and the 
rest of it in one piece and all ot 
it was to be eaten that night with 
none left until morning. If any 
-Of it was ‘left until morning, it 
was to be burned with fire, not 


eaten (Ex. 12:9, 10). So it took 
|all the sufferings of Christ to save 
'a sinner on the one hand; and on 
| the other, we are shown that sal- 
vation is a matter settled once anu 
for all and need not be seitle! 
again. As the passover lamb was 
ali eaten in one night, so by faith, 
a sinner finds instant saivatio... 
Nct a bone of the passover lamp 
was to be broken (Ex. 12:46; 
Numbers 9:12). These Scriptures 
prophesied that, contrary to cus- 
tom, Jesus, when -crucified, should 
not have His bones broken like 
the legs of the two thieves were 
broken (John 19:36). Instead they 
pierced his side with a spear, 


The passover lamb must be eaten 
with bitter herbs (Ex. 12:8), rep- 
resenting the sufferings of the Lord 
Jesus in the Garden of Gethse- 
mane, in the hands of the mob and 
the soldiers, and on the cross, 


They were commanded to eat 
the passover lamb in haste, with 
loins girded, with shoes on their 
feet, and with staff in hand, ready 
to leave Egypt that night (Ex. 
12:11). So ought every man tc 
make haste to partake of Jesus 
and make sure of the eternal wei- 
fare of his poor soul; make hast 
to leave Egypt, where the curse 
of God rests. 


The Blood on the Door 


The blood of the passover lamb 
represents the blood of Christ. 
Though Christ was slain for all 
men, yet every one must have that 
blood upon his own soul, just as 
every Israelitish home must have 


the blood on the door. The blood | 


of the lamb was caught in a basin, 
and then with a bunch of hyssop 
dipped in that blood, it was struck 
on the lintel and the two side 
posts of the door (Ex. 12:22). 
Those three points must have 
marked the outline of a cross in 
the mind of God. That blood may 
have dripped down as the blood 
of Jesus dripped from His two 
hands and from His head and feet 
and side. Then with the blood on 
the door, all in that household 
were safe, as is the soul which is 
under the blood of Christ. As the 
Lord passed over that door and 
did not suffer the destroyer to 
come into the house to smite the 
people (Ex. 12:23), so God the 
Father, a righteous God, rightly 
angered by our sins, yet when 
He sees any one of us hiding under 


nounces us innocent, passes over 
our sins, and imputes to us the 
righteousness of His own dear 
Son, in whose blood we trust! 
(Romans 4:1-8, 24, 25). 

That bloody door, whatever it 
meant to the anguished mother 
and father and the frightened son 
on the passover night, pictures the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Oh, may we 
never forget that Jesus is a door, 
and a bloody door at that. Jesus 
said, “I am the docr, by me if any 
man enter in, he shall be saved”

but the Christ the Lamb of God 
who died for the sins of the world, 
is the Door to salvation and the 
only Door, 


What The Feast of Unleavened 


Bread Means 


Leaven, or common yeast, every- 
where in the Bible, pictures sin 
or evil. The Scriptures mention 
leaven as representing the doctrine 
of the Pharisees and Sadducees 
(Matt. 16:12), as hypocricy (Luke 
12:1), as malice aad wickedness 
(I Cor. 5:8), and as the false doc- 
trine of Judaizers (Gal. 5:9). Leav- 
en, in the Bible, has an evil mean- 
ing. Therefore Jews were forbidden 
to eat leaven or leavened bread 
during this feast of seven days fol- 
lowing thg feast of the passover 
lamb. 


The feast of unleavened biecau, 
beginning when the passover lamp 
was eaten and running seven days, 
is a picture of the fellowship ot a 
new convert with Christ. As 
Christ is perfect and without sin 
or evil of any kind, so the bread 
which is used to picture Him must 
be without leaven which is the 
emblem of sin. Israelites were not 
aliowed to even have leaven iui 
their houses during the entire sev- 
en days of the feast of unieaveneu 
bread (Ex. 12:19, 20). 


The teast of unleavened bread 
is not a picture of salvation. ‘hat 
was pictured by the biood or tne 
lamb put on the door post and the 
eating of the passover lamb. Sai- 
vation was settled one time. The 
feast of unleavened bread lasiea 
S¢ven days. Seven is the perrec: 
number, the divine number, and the 
Seven days pictured all of a mans 
life after conversion. A man neeas 
to be saved only once, but he needs 
again and again to come back Lv 
tne Lora for daily bread, for daily 
communion, for daily forgiveness. 
Though one’s sins are pertectiy 
forgiven and he is completeiy saveu 
when he trusts in Christ, yet His 
blessings to the Christian have 
then just begun. He is then ow: 
advocate with the Father (I John 
2:1). He is our daily cleanser rrom 
sin if we walk in the light (I John 
1:7). 

Many Christians know the teach- 
ing of the passover lamb, that 
Christ died tor our sins, but they 
have never been taught the mes- 
sage of the feast or unleavened 
bread. Many Christians have bee: 
saved by the blood, but they do 
not daily feast on Christ. One 
who has partaken of Christ, the 
Passover Lamb, has the right and 
duty to feast every day on the 
Unieavened Bread. Do not be 
afraid of having a “second bless- 
ing.’’ Christians should get new 
blessings every day—not a new 
salvation, but a new enjoyment 
and appropriation of Christ in His 
fulness. 


Jesus, Our Passover Lamb, Died 
On Wednesday, "The Four- 
teenth of Abib,"’ While The 
Passover Lambs Were Being 

Slain 

It would be fitting, since Jesus 
is the Passover Lamb, that He 
should be killed at the regular 
time for the killing of the Pass- 
over Lamb, and that is just what 
happened. It has been taught that 
Jesus ate the Passover lamb with 
His disciples the night He was be- 
trayed. That was evidently not 
true. There is no record in any of 
the gospels of Jesus partaking of 
the Passovér lamb itself. At first 
glance, one might believe that the 
Scripture so taught. In Luke 22:- 

11, Jesus said: 3 
“And ye shall say unto the 
goodman of the house, The 

Master saith unto thee, Where 

is the guestchamber, where I 

Shall eat the passover -with my 

disciples?” . . 

And in Matthew 26:18-20 we are 
told: 4 

“And he said, Go into tne city 
to such a@ man, anda say unto 
him, The Master saith, hiy time 
is at hand; I will keep the pass- 
over at thy house with niv di- 
ciples, 

“And the disciples did as .je- 

sus had appointed them; and 
they made ready the passove:.

67) and then in the times of the 
Apostles (Acts 2:4; 4:31, etc.), 
and New Testament Christians are 
now commanded to be filled with 
the Spirit (Eph. 5:18). There has 
never been any dispensational 
change in the matter of an endue- 
ment of the Holy Spirit for service. 
The filling of the Holy Spirit is not 
confined to any one age or dis- 
pensation, 

Likewise, if you follow through 
the Bible such terms as “the Spir- 
it of the Lord came upon him” or 
cases where people spoke “in 
the power of the Spirit,” etc., you 
will find further evidence that the 
Holy Spirit came upon people to 
use them in service to God in all 
dispensations similarly. It was thus 
that prophets always prophesied. It 
jwas thus that the inspired writers 
were given power and authority to 


;write down the Word of God, the 
same in the Old and New Testament 


times. Pentecost was a wonderful 
occasion, but as far as the filling 
of the Spirit was concerned, it was 
not the beginning of any new era. 
That is important. 

But the Scripture clearly teaches 
that the indwelling of the Holy 
Spirit in a believer’s body is a dis- 
pensational matter. Jesus, in John 
7:37, promised that the Holy Spirit 
should be given to dwell in and 
flow out from the believer. And 
the same Scripture declared that 
that coming of the Holy Spirit into 
the bodies of believers to dwell 
awaited the glorification of Christ. 
Not ‘till Jesus was crucified and 
risen with the glorified body would 
the Holy Spirit dwell in the 
bodies of Christians. In John 14:- 
16, 17, Jesus again referred to the 
matter, saying of the Holy Spirit 
that “he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be m you.” The Holy Spirit 
then with, in the future should be 
in the disciples. 

The same book of John which 
began that theme, completes it, 
and in John 20:19-22 tells us how 
the glorified, resurrected Jesus ap- 
peard to the disciples and breathed 


‘on them and said, “Receive ye the 


Holy Ghost.” Then, evidently, ac- 
cording to promise, the Holy Spir- 
it moved into the bodies of the dis- 
ciples to dwell. The Scripture seems 
to indicate and I firmly believe that 
from that ‘day, the day of the 
resurrection, every saved person 
has had the Holy Spirit dwelling 
in his body. When one is born of 
the Spirit he is thenceforth the 
temple of the Holy Spirit and the 
Spirit never leaves His home in 
thut sense, though often He may 
withdraw His power and commun- 
ion. 

Remember the teaching of Jesus 
in John 7:37-39: 

“In the last day, that great 
day of the feast, Jesus stood and 
cried, saying, If any man thirst, 
let him come unto me, and 
drink. 

“38. He that believeth on me, 
as the scripture hath said, out 
of his belly shall flow rivers of 
living water.- 

“39. (But this spake he of the 

Spirit, which they that believe 

on him should receive: for the 

Holy Ghost was not yet given; 

because that Jesus was not yet 

glorified) .”’ 

It is clear from that passage that 
all who come to Jesus and drink 
are to have the Holy Spirit dwell- 
ing in them and flowing out from 
them, after the glorification of Je- 
sus. When Jesus rose from the 
cead, we would expect this promise 
to have been fulfilled to every be- 
liever in Christ. To say that those 
converted at Pentecost had the 
Holy Spirit dwelling in their bodies 
as soon as they were saved, but 
that those saved in Samaria under 
Philip’s preaching in the 8th cha 
ter of Acts did not have the Holy 
a ie dwelling in their bodies un- 
til the apostles came and prayed 
for them, seems to violate the 
plain teaching of Jesus in John 
7:37-39. Acts 8:14-17, telling how 
the apostles, Peter and John, prayed 
for the Samaritan Christians and 
they received the Holy Ghost, tells 
us of the Holy Ghost that “As 
yet he was FALLEN UPON none 
of them.” The Lord there is dis- 
cussing the coming of the Holy 
Spirit upon Christians for service, 
not His dwelling within them, They 
should have and evidently did have, 
the Holy Ghost come in to dwell 
in their bodies immediately when 
they were saved, according to the 


promises of Jesus in John 7:37-39. 

In Acts 19:6 notice the phrase- 
ology. she Scripture does not say 
that when Paul laid his hands on 
the people, the Holy Ghost came 
within them to dweil, but it says, 
“The Holy Ghost came on them 
and they spake’’— etc. The Holy 
Spirit came ON them for testimony 
and service. Already He had come 
IN them to dwell. Since the resur- 
rection and glorification of Christ 
all saved people have the Holy 
Spirit in them, but many of us 
would have to say that He is not 
upon us for service. 

We should not put a transitional 
period in the Bible when no such 
matter is mentioned in holy writ. 
We are in the same dispensation 
which began at the resurrection of 
Christ, and we can have whatever 
New Testament Christians general- 
ly had without any transitional 
period. 

To add a transitional period here 
clouds the issue and is not justi- 
fied by any statement of the Scrip- 
tures. If there are difficulties, they 
must be explained another way, 
since the Scripture says nothing 
about a transitional period in con- 
nection with this matter. It seems 
to me certain that the Samaritan 
Christians (Acts 8) and those at 
Ephesus (Acts 19:1-6) had re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit into their 
bodies when they believed just as 
all other Christians do since the 
resurrection of Christ. What these 
Christians did not have was the 
Holy Spirit power for servicé 
which the apostles did not have 
either until they “received” the gift 
of the Holy Spirit or the filling 
of the Holy Spirit for service at 
Pentecost and repeatedly there- 
after if needed and sought (note 
word “received” in Acts 10:47 and 
Acts 2:38, 39). 


We May Pray For Enduement of 
Holy Spirit Power But Not For the 
Indwelling of the Spirit 


If you follow this study ‘care- 
fully, it will become evident, I 
think, that Christians do have a 
right to pray for this enduement 
of power from Heaven for soul 
winning and service, but do not 
have a right to pray for the dis- 
pensational matter of the indwell- 
ing of the Holy Spirit. If a Chris- 
tian prayed for the Holy Spirit to 
dwell in him before the resurrec- 
tion of Christ, his prayer was not 
answered, and after the resurrec- 
tion of Christ, every saved person 
already has the Holy Spirit dwell- 
ing in him. 

As to the term “baptism of the 
Holy Ghost,” not much discussion 


|} is necessary. If the baptism of the 


Holy Ghost is the same as the in- 
dwelling of the Holy Spirit, or if 
it is always involved in the indwell- 
ing of the Holy Spirit, then every 
saved person has the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. That, I believe, 
is your position as it was the po- 
sition of Dr. Scofield and is of Dr. 
Ironside and many, many other 
good men. If every saved person 
is baptized with the Holy Ghost, 
then it would be foolish to pray 
for the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
In that you are correct, 

I agree that whatever is in- 
volved in being born of the Spirit 
or having the indwelling of the 
Spirit, the seal of the Spirit, etc., 
is already the possession of every 
child of God. 


The Difference of Baptized By 
Christ IN The Holy Ghost and 
Baptized By The Holy Spirit 
— Into the Body of Christ 


However, right here the misin- 
terpretation of one verse of Scrip- 
ture has clouded the issue for 
many people. In my judgment, 
Acts 1:5 and I Corinthians 12:13 
are not talking about the same 
kind of baptism. Jesus promised 
the disciples in Acts 1:5, “Ye shall 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost 
not many days hence.” He means 
the same, evidently, as John the 
Baptist meant when he said that 
Jesus “shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost.” That is a promise 
that the disciples will be covered 
up with the Holy Ghost. In I Cor- 
inthians 12:13, we are told, “For 
by one Spirit are we all baptized 
into one body, whether we be Jews 
or Gentiles, whether we be bond or 
free; and have been all made to 
drink into one Spirit.” This is a

different promise, that Christians 
are all covered up in the body of 
Christ. To be buried in the Holy 
Spirit by Jesus is one thing, to 
be buried into the body of Christ 
by the Spirit is another thing, en- 
tirely separate. We should not use 
I Corinthians 12:13 as a definition 
of what Jesus meant when He 
promised, “Ye shali be baptized 
with the Holy Ghost.” Acts 1:5 
and I Corinthians 12:13 are talking 
about different kinds of bap- 
tisms, in different elements, with 
different administrators, Bap- 
tism is an immersion: simply 
that and nothing more. In every 
baptisin there are three factors; 
the Oue baptized, the administra- 
tor, and the covering elemen:, and 
in these two verses the admini- 
Strators differ. In Acts 1:5 and 
Matthew 3:11 the administrator is 
Jesus who is to cover or bury 
His disciples with the Holy Spirit. 
In I Corinthians 12:13 the admin- 
istrator is the Holy Spirit who 
buries the new convert into the 
body of Christ and leaves him 
there, making a Christian a part 
of that body so that it grows in- 
to a holy temple. The Baptism in- 
to the body of Christ which is ac- 
complished by the Holy Spirit, hap- 
pens at regeneration. In the case 
of the Apostles it may have hap- 
pened when they drank in the 
Holy Spirit in Jonn 20, when Je- 
sus arose from the dead, but 
thereafter it happens at regenera- 
tion. You see why I think there is 
no argumént for calling Pentecost 
the birthday of the church, which 
the Bible does not call it, but the 
Same Apostles who were aiready 
buried (baptized)**into the body 
of Christ, were covered or buried 
or baptized with the Spirit of God 
on the day of;Pentecost and that 
was an enduement for service. 

I am already baptized into the 
body of Christ by the Holy Spirit 
and thank God I can never get 
out. 

But I need the Holy Spirit 
poured out upon me enough to 
cover me and endue me for serv- 
ice and that baptism of the Holy 
Ghost I have a right to ask for and 
seek. 

It seems clear to me why God 
could use the word “baptism” in 
the promise of Acts 1:5, bul use 
a different word, “filled” in Acts 
2:4.@When the’ Holy Spirit is 
poured out upon people by the 
Lord Jesus for service, He is a 
gift, an anointing, and the one 
upon whom He is poured will be 
filed with Him or m an extreme 
case, not only be filled, but com- 
pletely surrounded or covered with 
the Spirit and therefore baptized. 
It seems certain that Luke 24:49, 
Acts 1:5, 8, Acts 2:4, Acts 2:17, 18, 
Acts 2:33, Acts 10:47 and Acts 
11:15 all refer to the enduement 
of power which the disciples re- 
ceived at Pentecost though many 
different terms are used. I do not 
insist on others using the term 
“baptized” if that is offensive on 
account of its modern connotation. 
But it is clearly a Scriptural term 
and its occasional use in refer- 
ence to an unusual enduement of 
power for service certainly follows 
the example and spirit of the 
Scriptures. 


The Baptism of The Holy Ghost 
Promised In Acts 1:5 Was An 


Enduement for Service 


When the Holy Spirit takes the 
new convert and buries him into 
the body of Christ, it makes him 
a part of that Holy Temple that 
thus constantly grows to be a hab- 
itation of God, through the Spirit. 
Every saved person has been bap- 
tized into this body of Christ. 

I Corinthians 12:13 says: 

“For by one Spirit are we all 
baptized into one body, whether 
we be Jews or Gentiles, whether 
we be bond or free; and have 
been all made to drink into one 
Spirit.” 

But when the Lord Jesus from 
Heaven pours out upon His own 
child, already placed by the Holy 
Spirit into the body of Christ and 
indwelt by the Holy Spirit — when 
the Lord Jesus pours upon this 
child of God the Holy Spirit until 
he is covered or buried, surround- 


ed with the Spirit, then this bap- | 
tism in the Holy Spirit is another | 
matter entirely. It is one thing | 
to be baptized or buried into the. 


body of Christ by the Holy Spirit. 
It is an entirely separate matter 
to be buried or covered in the 
Holy Spirit so that He possesses 
you completely for soul winning 
and service.

Now notice Acts 1:4, 5 and 8: 

“And, being assempleda togeth- 
er with them, commanded them 
that they should not depart from 
Jerusaiem, but wait tor the 
promise of the Father, which, 
saith he, ye have heard of me.” 

“For Jonn truly baptized witn 
water; but ye shali be baptizea 
with the Holy Ghost not many 
days hence.” _. 

“But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in Jeru- 
salem, and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost 
part of the earth.” 

It is obvious that here the Lord 
is not talking about something that 
has happened to all saved people. 
The baptism of the Holy Spirit 
promised here is for the purpose 
that “ye shall receive power’ and 
‘ve shall be witnesses unto me.” 

The baptism into the body of 
Christ which is a work done by 
the Holy Spirit is connected with 
the indwelling of the Holy Spirit. 

Being covered with Hoty Spirit 
power, such as the disciples re- 
ceived at Pentecost, is another 
matter entirely, and it is an en- 
duement for. service. 

And here is an interesting fact. 
While Bible teachers often are of- 
fended at the term “baptism of the 
Holy Ghost,” the great Evangelists 
Finney, Moody, ‘lorrey, etc., use 
the term repeatedly with particu- 
lar reference to Holy Spirit power 
for soul winning just as I do. 

If you will trace the term “THE 
PROMISE” concerning the Holy 
Spirit in Acts 24:49, Acts 1:4, 5, 
Acts 2:33 and Acts 2:38, 39, I 
think you will see that the promise 
mentioned is not the indwelling of 
the Holy Spirit, but the Holy Spir- 
it enduement of power from on 
high for service and that that 
same promise is now to everybody 
that God saves. 

You will find an interesting study 
also in Luke 11. Luke 11:13 does 
not teach Christians to pray for 
the indwelling of the Holy Spirit, 


but to pray for Holy Spirit power 
tor service WHICD 1s Nol a dispensa- 
tional matter. in the same passage 
note that the man pegging tur 
three ioaves of bread asxs them 
because “a Irmend Of mine, in Os ~ 


journey, is come to me, ana i have ~ 


nothing to set before mim.” «tae — 
pictures a Christian begging ... 
power to take the gospei to sin- 
ners. And that matter mentioned 
in Luke 11:13 is as Much needeu 
now as before Pentecost. Besides, 
we must remember that the booxn 
ot Luke was written after Pente- 
cost anyway, and it would have 
been roolish for a promise to be 
written which was aiready out of 
date, it seems to me. It was nol 
out of date. 

After all, the principal matter 
is that we may have the power or 
the Holy Spirit and be filed with 
Him, cail it what you will. 

When Jesus said in Luke 11:13, 
“If ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts unto your chil- 
dren: how much more snali your 
heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them tnat ask him?” 
He was not promising the indweil- 
ing of the Spirit, but an endue- 
ment of power from Heaven to 
those that ask for it. And the 
endument of power is not a dispen- 
sational matter, so that promise 
is never out of date. Jesus evi- 
dently meant the pouring out of 
the Spirit or the gift of the Spirit 
or to be immersed in the Spirit, 
or to have the Spirit of God upon 
you for service. He was not talk- 
ing about being buried into the 
body of Christ by the Holy Spirit, 
and was not talking about the in- 
dwelling of the Spirit, since this 
is a dispensationai matter for 
which we are never taught to pray. 
But we can pray and ought to pray 
for the Holy Spirit of God to come 
upon us for service, whatever term 
we use, 


Come, Holy Spirit, fill me. 
I need Thee, I seek Thee. 
Come, Holy Spirit, fill me. 
Lord, fill me with the Holy Ghost.

Mark 14:12-16. But the Saviour 
is not talking about the passover 
lamb in these passages. From 


Luke 22:1 you can see that the 


word Passover in the time of 
Christ had come to mean not simp- 
ly the feast of the Passover Jamo, 
but the entire period of time in- 


| cluding the seven days of unleav- 
ened bread. Mark 14:12 shows that 


the Jews had added another day 
to eat unleavened breau, before the 
regular seven days feast which hau 
been commanded in Exodus 12. The 
first day of the feast of unleavened 
bread as commanded by the Lacd 
Was the 15th day of Abin (Lev. 
23:6). That was the day after tie 
killing of the Passover lamb, as 
you see by the preceding verse. 
(Lev, 23:5). But the command had 
been so strict that leaven was not 
even to be found in the houses aur- 


ing that feast (Ex. 12:19), that 


the Jews had formed the custom 
of eating unleavened bread a day 
early. ‘his whole pericd cf time, 
including eight days at least, was 


| Called the rassover by the Jews 
' in the time of Christ, much as we 


Speak of the Christmas time or 
Easter season. Jesus ate the first 
meal of unleavened bread Tues- 
day night after the 14th day of the 
month had begun at sunset. It was 
the first official meal of the Pass- 
over season for the Jews. 


Mark 14:12, Luke 22:7 and 


| Matthew 26:17 evidently refer to 


the beginning of the day just at 
sunset, and verse 17 is later the 


_ same evening. 


The meal Jesus ate was of un- 
leavened bread and wine, or grape- 
juice. (Luke 22:17-19). 
was a lamb, it is not mentioned, 
and it could not have been the 
Passover lamb. John 13:1, in ccn- 
nection with this supper, says: 

“Now BEFORE the feast of 
the Passover, when Jesus knew 
that his hour was come that he 
should depart out of this world 
unto the Father, having loved 
his own which were in the world, 
he loved them unto the end.” 
John 19:14, speaking of the day 

Jesus was crucified, while He was 
before Pilate says; 

“And it was the preparation of 
the passover, and about the sixth 
hour: and he said unto the Jews, 
Behold your King!” 

Jesus was crucified the day whei 
the Passover lamb was killed and 
before it was eaten after sundown, 
which with the Jews was the next 
day. John 19:31, spoke of the 
same day while Jesus hung on the 
cross as “the preparation.” It was 
the day when passover lambs were 
killed and prepared. How could it 
have been otherwise? How could 
Jesus have died a day after the 
passover lamb had been killed and 
eaten? For 1,500 years, every 
devout family among the Jews had 
observed the feast of the passover 
and always on the same day. It 
is estimated that 375,000,000 (mil- 
lion) lambs have been killed in 
this sacrifice. Their blood would 
make a river, a river of blood! It 
would seem enough to wash away 
the sins of multitudes! Their cries, 
the cries of these year old lambs 
taken and slain in their innocence 
were enough to have turned the 
heart of a god of stone. The cere- 
monial death, the sacrifice of these 
375,000,000 lambs during a period 
of 1,500 years had had ONE PUR- 
POSE ONLY. THAT PURPOSE 
WAS TO POINT TO CHRIST 
THE LAMB OF GOD THAT 
SHOULD TAKE AWAY THE 
SINS OF THE WORLD. God had 
religiously given every detail of 
the sacrifice and made every item 
of it a lesson concerning the cru- 
cified Jesus. God Himself set the 
date, the 14th day of Abib (Ex. 
12:6). It ig simply inconceivable 
that God would have stressed this 
one day for one and a half thou- 
sand years, and then have had -Te- 
sus crucified on another day. No, 
no, Jesus our Passover Lamb was 
slain on the very day and in the 
very manner pictured so long liy 
the passover sacrifice. Jesus Him- 
self did not eat of the passover 
lamb that year, for the lambs were 
only being killed and prepared for 
the feast as He died on the cross. 


Jesus Crucifed The Day Before The 
Passover Sabbath, The Fifteenth

low the Catholic tradition that Je- 
sus was crucified on Friday, buried 
that night, and resurrected some- 
time Saturday night, or before day 
Sunday morning. That idea was 
founded on a false interpretation 
of John 19:31 which says: 


“The Jews therefore, becavec 
it was the preparacion, that the 
bodies should not remain upon 
the cross on the sabbath day, 
(for that sabbath day was an 
high day), besought Pilate that 
their legs might be broken, and 
that they might be taken away.” 


Some have thought that the Sab- 
bath day mentioned there was the 
regular weekly Sabbath of the 
Jews, the seventh day of the week, 
Saturday. If Saturday began at 
sundown the day Jesus was cruci- 
fied, then of course, He had to be 
crucified on Friday. BUT THAT 
SABBATH WAS NOT SATUR- 
DAY, THE WEEKLY SABBATH! 
It could not have been and ful- 
filled the plain prophecy of Jesus. 
Jesus plainly said that He would 
be “three days and three nights’ 
in the heart of the earth. Matt. 
12:40 says: 

“For as Jonas was three days 
and three nights in the whale’s 
belly; so shall the Son of man 
be three days and three nights 
in the heart of the earth.” 

He also said in Mark 8:31: 

“And he began to teach them, 
that the Son of man must suf- 
fer many things, and be rejected 
of the elders, and of the chief 
priests, and scribes, and be 
killed, and after three days rise 
again.” 

He mentioned that period of time 
SO many times that His enemies 
charged him with it at His trial 
(Mark 14:58) and chided Him with 
it on the cross, (Matthew 26:61; 
Matthew 27:40; Mark 15:29) and 
were frightened by it after His

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death (Matthew 27:63). From Fri- 
day night until Sunday morning 
could not possibly be “three days 
and three nights in the heart of 
the earth.” At most, it could be 
but one day and parts of two 
nights. The Sabbath mentioned in 
Jonn 19:31 was not Saturday, the 
weekly Sabbath. It was “an high 
day,” that is, an annual Sabbath, 
the 15th day of Abib, which God 
bad commanded should be a day 
of rest, that is, a Sabbath, because 
it began the seven days of the 
feast of unleavened bread (Lev. 
23:6, 7; Ex. 12:14-18). Notice that 
both the fifteenth and twenty-first 
days of this month were high Sab- 
baths every year — extra Sabbaths 
with only five days between them, 
and that they need not fall on 
Saturday. In fact, both of them 
could not in the same year, being 
only five days apart. The Sabbath 
mentioned in John 19:31 was on 
Thursday, beginning at sundown, 
Wednesday afternoon. Jesus was 
crucified then on Wednesday, the 
14th day of Abib. He died shortly 
before sundown and His blood was 
poured out just as the Passover 


lambs were being siaim in Israel. 
The Passover Lamb, the type of 
Christ, was perfectly fulfilled in 
the death of Christ on the cross 
on the day of “the preparation of 
the passover”’ (John 19:14). The 
body was taken down and em- 
balmed and buried some time that 
night (John 19:38-42). Jesus was 
in the grave then Thursday, Fri- 
day and Saturday ,three full days 
and three full nights, and perfectly 
fulfilled to the letter the prophe- 


“three days and three nights” 
(Matt, 12:40). We are not told 
what time Saturday night Jesus 
arose. The whole night was count- 
ed a part of Sunday, the first day 
of the week. We are simply told 
that He was already risen when 
the women came to the sepulchre, 
before daylight Sunday morning 
(Matt. 28:1). 


Lessons From Christ's Fulfillment of 
The Passover Supper and The Feast 
Of Unleaven Bread 


There are marvelous lessons for 
us in the way the death of Christ 
fulfilied to the very letter and in 
every detail the passover feast. 
Every symbol was correct. The 
time, the way the lamb was pre- 
pared, the way it was roasted, the 
accompaniment of the bitter herbs, 
the fact that not a bone was brok- 
en ,the fact that all must be eaten 
in one night or burned with fire, 
must give very great comfort to 
the heart of a Cnristian. 


The first lesson: I would call to 
your attention is this: the Oid Tes- 
tament is full of Christ. Preachers 
sometimes make the mistake 01 
preaching only from the New Tes- 
tament. It is a very grave mis- 
take. The Old ‘testament is as in- 
teresting as the New. It has ex- 
actly the same gospel as the New. 
It is as easy to preach the plan oi 
salvation from the Old Testament 
as it is from the third chapter of 
John. The Old Testament is not 
out of date in any sense. Part 
of the ceremonies andi symbvis of 


the Old Testament have heen ful- 
filled, to be sure. We are not to

of the passover lamb is just as 
marvelous for our blessing as for 
the Jews who observed the cere- 
mony. Remember that the Bible 
Jesus preached from was just the 
Old Testament. 

Remember that Paul and Peter 
and James and John and all New 
Testament preachers preached 
from the Old Testament alone, 
while the New Testament was yet 
unwritten and unaccepted. “Let 
this saying sink down into your 
ear” that the Old Testament is 
rich in the marvelous gospel of the 
crucified Saviour. 


A second lesson from the ac- 
curacy with which the passover 
and feast of unleavened bread 
were fulfilled in Christ, is that 
God Himself alone could have made 
it so. This accuracy proves both 
the inspiration of the Bible and the 
deity of Christ. The more you 
study the Word of God in detail, 
the more it proves that it could not 
have been written by men, The 
more you study the fulfillment of 
prophecies, the more it becomes 
certain that God inspired the 
prophecies with His great wisdom 
and that He insures their fulfill- 
ment with His mighty power. 
Marvelous book and marvelous 
Saviour! 

Last of all and most important 
of all, I beg you today to make 
sure that you have partaken of 
Christ, the Passover Lamb, and 
have eaten of Him one full meal. 
If so, there is no danger for you 
when the death angel passes by 
for the blood of the Lamb is on 
the door and you may safely hide 
yourself there. Happy is the man 
whose sins are covered, and there 
is no way to cover sin but by the 
blood.
